ORDINANCE NO.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AND RE-ENACTING SECTION
6.04.150. OF THE TORRINGTON MUNICIPAL CODE, 2017
REVISIONS, RELATING TO DANGEROUS DOGS.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF TORRINGTON,

WYOMING:

Section 1: That Section 6.04.150. of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Torrington,
Wyoming, 2017 Revisions, be and it is hereby amended to read as follows:

Sec. 6.40.150 Dangerous deg—Responsibilities.

Upon conviction of an owner, by a court of competent jurisdiction, of a vicious dog
violation, such dog shall be considered a “dangerous dog”. When a dangerous dog is allowed
to remain within the animal control district, the following requirements shall be enforced:

A. No owner of a danger-ous dog shall permit such dog to go beyond the property of the
owner or keeper unless such dog is securely muzzled and physically restrained with a chain
having a minimum tensile strength of 300 pounds and not exceeding three feet in length.

B. When off the premises of the owner or keeper such dog shall be accompanied by a
competent person, physically capable of handling such dog.

C. While unattended on the owner's property, a dangerous dog shall be securely
confined, in a humane manner, indoors or in a securely enclosed and locked pen or structure
suitably designed to prevent the entry of young children and to prevent the dog from escaping.
The pen or dangerous animal run area must have all sides six feet high and a secure top. If the
pen structure has no bottom secured to the sides, the sides must be embedded into the ground
no less than one foot.

D. The owner of a dangerous dog shall post warnings signs on the property where the
dog is kept that are clearly visible and that inform persons that a dangerous dog is on the
property.

E. No person shall possess with the intent to sell, offer for sale, breed, or buy or attempt
to buy, within the animal control district any dangerous dog.

F. Any dangerous dog may be immediately seized and impounded by an animal control
officer or police officer if the owner is in violation of this section. The owner shall be
responsible for the reasonable cost incurred by the city for the care of a dangerous dog
confiscated by the animal control officer or for the destruction of any dangerous dog if the
action by the city is pursuant to law and if the owner violated this section. Any such dog shall

be retained by the city pending the order of an appropriate court.



G. In addition to any other penalty, a court may order the city to dispose of a dangerous
dog in an expeditious and humane manner.

H. Any dangerous dog found upon any property, public or private, not the premises of
the owner may, if such animal cannot be safely taken up and impounded by reasonable means,
be destroyed by the animal control or police officer.

L. The owner of a dangerous dog shall notify the city within 1 hour of the animal's escape
or release, that the animal is loose, unconfined, has attacked another animal, or a human being,
has died or been given away. If the dangerous dog has been given away, immediately upon
the conveyance, the owner or keeper shall provide the animal control shelter with the name,
address and telephone number of the new owner. Upon conveyance, the new owner, if he/she
resides within the animal control district, will be obligated to comply with the requirements of
this chapter and section.

Section 2: This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and

approval and publication as required by law,

ORDINANCE NO.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AND RE-ENACTING SECTION
6.04.420 OF THE TORRINGTON MUNICIPAL CODE, 2016
REVISIONS, RELATING TO VICIOUS ANIMALS.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF TORRINGTON,

WYOMING:

Section |: That Section 6.04.420 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Torrington,
Wyoming, 2016 Revisions, be and it is hereby amended to read as follows:

Section 6.04.420 Vicious animals.

A. Vicious animals prohibited: Any animal that constitutes a physical threat to any
human being or to any other animal, by biting, clawing, attacking, lunging toward, growling,
barking, baring teeth or otherwise acts in a menacing manner toward or at any human being or
other animal, or if any of the aforementioned acts or conduct is attempted toward or at any
human being or other animal, it is a violation of this section and the owner or custodian of said
vicious animal shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and fined no more than $750.00 plus $10.00
court costs if convicted.

B. No animals may be declared a vicious animal if the animal was protecting or
defending a human being within the immediate vicinity of the animal from unjust attack or
assault.

C. No person shall own or harbor any vicious animal for the purpose of fighting, or use
any animal for the purpose of causing or encouraging unprovoked attacks upon human being
or domestic animals.

D. Upon conviction of a person for harboring a vicious dog in violation of this section, it
shall appear to the court that the dog is living, the court may, in addition to punishment
provided for violation of this section, order the animal control officer or any officer to
forthwith cause the dog to be humanely destroyed, and for this purpose any such officer
charged with such duty shall have the right to enter upon any premises within the City of
Torrington.

E. This section shall not apply to dogs owned by law enforcement agencies.

F. The owner of any dog deemed vicious by a court of competent jurisdiction, shall have
that animal spayed or neutered, at the owners expense, within 30 days of the determination
that the dog is vicious, if such animal is not cutrently spayed or neutered, and shall show proof
of such to the court within 45 days of the determination.

Section 2: This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and

approval and publication as required by law.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AND RE-ENACTING TITLE 15 OF
THE TORRINGTON MUNICIPAL CODE, 2006 2016 REVISIONS,
RELATING TO 2015 INTERNATIONAL BUILDING CODES.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF TORRINGTON, WYOMING:

Section 1. That Chapter 15.02.010 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Torrington, Wyoming,
2006 2015 Revisions, be and it is hereby created to read as follows:

156.02.010 Building official--Generally.

There is created the office of the building official. The mayor shall designate a representative to
act as the building official.

15.02.020 Building official--Recordation.
The building official shall keep complete records of all permits issued and inspections made and
other official work performed under the provisions of this title.

Section 2. That Chapter 15.04 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Torrington, Wyoming, 2010
Revisions, be and it is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows:

15.04.010 Adoption of Uniform Codes by reference.

1. The purpose of this chapter is to protect the health and safety of the public by
regulating the construction, alteration, repair, demolition, and moving of buildings and structures
within the city.

2. The following Codes in the editions noted are hereby adopted by reference with
certain amendments and deletions thereto found to be in the best interest of the residents of the
city:

A. 20086 2015 edition of the International Residential Code for One- and Two-Family
Dwellings;

B. 2006 2015 edition of the International Building Code;

C. 2006 2015 edition of the International Existing Building Code;

D. 2006 2015 edition of the International Sign Code;

408:2-4-109.2.1 Plan Review Fees: Plan review fees are separate fees and are independent
of the permit fees. Plan review fees shall be 67% of the permit fees listed in the referenced
Appendix L. When submittal documents are incomplete or changed so as to require
additional plan review, or when the project involves deferred submittal items, an additional
plan review fee shall be charged at the rate shown in the schedule. Not more than 80% of
plan review fees may be refunded after plan submittal but before any portion of the plan has
been reviewed. Plan reviews expire 180 days after comments are provided. After expiration,
the applicant shall resubmit plans and pay a new plan review fee.

40822 109.2.2 Fee Credit: Building permit fees may be credited up to the value of the
plan review fee with the balance of the fee paid at the time of permit issuance.

408:2:3 108.2.3 Fee Refunds: 100% of fees which are erroneously paid or collected may
be refunded. Not more than 80% of a building permit fee may be refunded when no work
has been done under a permit issued in accordance with this code. Written requests for fee
refunds must be made not later than 180 days after the payment of the fee.

No owner or person having charge or control over any building or premises shall fail to comply
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with any order issued to such person under this code.

15.16.140 Section 302 amended--Dangerous building.
The first sentence of Section 302 is amended to read as follows:

For the purposes of this code, any building or structure which has any or all of the conditions or
defects hereinafter described shall be considered to be a dangerous building.

15.16.150 Section 401.2 4. Amended--Notice and order.
Subsection 4 of Section 401.2 is amended to read as follows:

Statements advising that if any required repair or demolition work (without vacation also being
required) is not commenced within the time specified, the building official (i) will order the building
vacated and posted to prevent further occupancy until the work is completed, (i) may proceed to
cause the work to be done and charge the costs thereof against the property or its owner, and (iii)
may cause a summons and complaint to be served upon the property owner or any person having
charge or control over the building or premises for failure to make the required repairs or
demolition within the specified time.

15.16.160 Section 801.1 amended--Performance of work of repair or demolition--
Procedure.

Section 801.1 is amended to read as follows:

When any work of repair or demolition is to be done pursuant to Section 701.3, ltem 3, of this
code, the building official shall arrange to have the work performed by personnel of this jurisdiction
or by private contract under direction of the building official. Plans and specifications therefore
may be prepared by the building official, or the building official may employ such architectural or
engineering assistance on a contractual basis as deemed necessary. If any of the work is to be
accomplished by private contract, standard public works contractual procedures shall be followed,
unless such work is deemed to be an emergency.

15.16.170 Section 801.2 amended--Costs.
Section 801.2 is amended to read as follows:

A statement of the cost of such work, plus fifteen percent for administrative overhead, shall be
billed to the record owner of the property. If not paid within thirty days of the billing it shall be
transmitted to the city council who, upon approval, shall cause the same to be paid as a special
assessment against the property. Costs incurred shall be paid out of the city treasury. Such costs
shall be charged to the owner of the property or premises involved as a special assessment on
the land on which the building or structure is located, and shall be collected in the manner
prescribed for special assessments.

15.16.180 Section 802 amended--Repair and demolition fund.

Section 802 is deleted in its entirety.

15.16.190 Chapter 9 amended--Recovery of cost of repair or demolition.
Chapter 9 is deleted in its entirety.

Section 6. That Chapter 15.21 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Torrington, Wyoming,
2010 Revisions, be and it is hereby deleted in its entirety.

Section 7. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and approval
and publication as required by law.

BACKGROUND

On March 30, 2015 the city entered into a Professional Services Contract with Benchmark of Torrington.
They were given the task of surveying, designing, drawing final plans and specs, bidding the work, and
overseeing the construction management to completion of the project. The project was designed and
awarded On June 21, 2016 by council. The bid went to Wayne Coleman Construction out of Casper for a
cost of $275,307.00 and reserve $27,531.00 for contingency.

During the design phase GID and the city had verbal commitments on the amount of land that would be
utilized for the project and that’s what Benchmark was instructed to design. After the project was awarded
and the final survey staking was in place GID had some minor issues with the placement of the pond. After
more discussions between the parties a final agreement was reached. As a result of the final agreement
between the parties the pond had to be relocated and part of the dam had to be redrawn and re-surveyed.
This work was beyond Benchmark’s original agreement that has added cost to the project.

PROPOSAL

During the design Benchmark hired an outside firm to do geotechnical investigation and estimated that fee
to be $5000.00. When they received that bill it was $5,940.00. Benchmark is asking for the additional
$940.00 for the Geotechnical Investigation.

The second increase is for additional work associated with redrawing the boundaries and additional
surveying for § 4,677.50.

The third increase is for construction management. The original contract price for the construction
management is $15,436.00. As stated in their contract in attachment A, section B, this number is
dependent upon the contractor, but these fees are typically 8-10% of the construction price.

Benchmark is asking for an increase to a maximum of 8% of the contract price which is $22,025.00, an
increase of $6,589.00.
